An Industry of Great Possibilities. 
During the last season 1500 car­ 
loads of turkeys, raised in Texas, 
were shipped to markets outside uh 
state, an increase of 1250 cars in 
ten years, and it is safe to assume 
that more Texas-raised turkeys were 
consumed in Texas than were ship­ 
ped away. It Is, likewise, safe to as­ 
sume that in this section of the state 
a Very laige pfoportion of toe turk­ 
eys sold in this section are turkeys 
raised in East and Central Texas and 
reach us via the sold storage plants 
of the North. 
This in face of the fact that Eve 
country adjoining the El Paso and 
Rio Grande 
valleys 
is 
splendidly 
adapted to -the raising of this profit­ 
able fowl. We say profitable, because 
experience has demonstrated that it 
is one of the most profitable fowls 
that can be raised. One county, we 
are told, Shipped 78 cars last year 
that averaged el ven pounds and sold 
for 12 cents, netting che raisers IO 
cents per pound. 
As to the adaptability of this sec­ 
tion for raising turkeys: The turk y 
requires greater freedom than any 
other fowl and ranges far and wide. 
A man can raise chickens in a back 
yard,_ but tee cannot raise turkeys 
with profit without a large area over 
which they can range. With the poul­ 
try yard in the valley, with the mesa 
and the foot hills abounding in their 
natural food for the turkey to range 
upon, the turkey will pay a big profit 
on the whole amount invested in the 
poultry farm. 
Since the raising of turkeys is al­ 
ready being tried in this section, it 
would pay to experiment 'with the 
wide range method. No IO, 20 or 40- 
acre farm will afford range suffi­ 
cient for a flock of a sufficient size 
to yield a 
large 
profit.—JEl 
Paso 
Times.
